what interests one -person may serve tn 
put his neighbor to sleep, ' It is'eas^, 
however, to make allowance for these1 


diverse notions, biit it is not *> Simple a 
matter,to account foe the icftosyncracies 
that take possession of some of the men 
who make newspapers for a living. A 
local paper, one would 'naturally sup- 
pose, ought to have an eye single to the; 
nterests of the people among whota' It 
circulates. It should. 


"Be to their faults a little blurt 
And to their \ irtuos \ifrg kiwi.",

lessly 
magnify 
their fault* nor cry 


down their virtues. 
It should go out of 


i way, even, to say a good wqrd . for 


the placu and the people that contribute 
;o its support. If tho caui inanity is 
derelict in any important matter if 
she-Id not hesitate to saj' sq, iud in 
terms plain enough to be1 understood, 
but the newspaper which coiHtautljmip- 
bruids the people1 of its town, *hd con- 
tinually holds them up to the scorn of 
the world, is as blameworthy as is the 
man who takes a vivirnn delight in tell- 
ing his visitors what a miserable woman 
lie has for a wife. 
He who habitu- 


ally scolds his family in the presence of 
company is looked upon with contempt 
Ky all generous-minded people, pd the 
man wjio spreads ivbrund the shortcom- 
ings of his town through the-column? of 
liis newspaper'is no higher in the scale 
of gentility, and is entitled to no'more 
respect than the base-minded wretch 
tn whom we have just compared him, 
It is a good 
thing; for the iiewspuper 


niun to remember the old saw, '\Jwiiys 
praise the bridge that lias carried _>ou 
..vie over the stream;" he should always 
have a good 
woid for the people by 


whose patronage he lives. And this 
idea is by no means the offspring of tinv- 
thinsj like mere sycophancy. • It is the 
practical application, rather, of the gold- 
n rule. 
The newspaper should imt be ami- 


cant. 
It renders itself open to just 


criticism and de.sened contempt by 
claiming for itself an influence which it 
possesses not, and by arrogating to it- 
sulf the credit for everything good that 
is done it raises in the public mind 
grave doubts as to whether it ha.s any 
influence—whether its claims to recog- 
nition arc not all mere windy assump- 
tions. 
The power of a well-conducted 


newspaper cannot be questioned, but 
that power cornea not from 
frequent 


boastings. It is the outgrowth, rather, 
of the continued but quiet effort, whose 
influence grows imperceptibly because 
of its unostentatious persistence. 
Akin 


to this objectionable exhibition of arro- 
gance, if, indeed, it is not the very es-" 
sence of the thing itself, is "the editori- 
al WK." There are but few newspaper 
readers who have not turned in disgust 
from the column in which the editor 
slings around so recklessly his "first per- 
son plural." 
A decent knowledge of 


the proprieties of life should serve to 
teach almost any man that egotism is 
not considered -an evidence 
of good 


souse, and the too frequent "we" in 
print is as annoying to sensible people 
as is the too frerpient -I' in conversa- 
tion. It may b« humiliating to acknowl- 
edge, hut it is nevertheless a fact, that 
there are not many people who give a 
fij: for what "IT think," or what '•«•»_• be- 
lieve, or even what "M know.

THK re-election of Sam. Randall, of 


Pennsylvania, to the speakership of the 
house of representatives is significant 
in more than one respect.

for while the power of the latter is con-

Commendably Brief 
Document. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 16.—Fellow citi- 


zens of the Semite and House of Repre- 
sentatives 
The adjournment of the 


last congress without making appropria- 
tions for the support of the ariuy for 
the present fiscal year has rendered nec- 
essary a suspension of payments to the 
officers and men the s.ums due them for 
sen-ices rendered after the 30th of June 
last. The army exists by virtue of stat- 
utes which prescribes its numbers, reg- 
ulates its organization and employment, 
and which fix the pay of its officers and 
men and declare their right to receive 
the same at stated periods. The stat- 
utes, however, do not authorize the pay- 
ment of troops in, the absence of specific 
appropriation therefor. 
The 
constitu- 


tion has wisely provided that no money 
shall be drawn from the treasury but in 
consequence of appropriations made by 
law, and it has also declared by statute 
that no department of the government 
shall expend in any one fiscal year any 
sum in excess of the appropriation made 
by congress for that fiscal year. 


We have, therefore, an army in ser- 


vice authorized by law and entitled to 
be paid, but no funds available for that 
purpose. It may also be said as an ad- 
ditional incentive to prompt action by 
congress, that since the commencement 
of the fiscal year the army, though with- 
out pay, lias been constantly and active- 
ly employed in arduous and dangerous 
service, in the performance of which 
both officers and men have discharged 
their duties with fidelity and courage, 
and without complaint. These circum- 
stances, in my judgment, conatknta an 
extraordinary 
occasion, requiring that 


congress be convened in advance of 
the time prescribed by law for ,your 
meeting in regular session. 


The importance of speedy action up- 


on this subject on the part of congress 
is so manifest that I venture to sug- 
gest the propriety of making the neces- 
sary appropriations for the support of 
the army for the current year at its 
present maximum numerical strength of

Congress at the last session, but no ac 
tion was taken upon the Subject. 
The 


Department of State has received many 
letters from \arious parts of the coun- 
try expressing a desire to participate in 
the exhibition, and numerous applica- 
tions of a similar nature ha\e also 
been made at the United States Lega- 
tion at Paris. 


The Dfepurtment of State has also re-, 


ceivecl othcial advices of the strong desire 
on me part of the French Government 
that the United States should participate 
m the enterprise, and space has hitherto 
been and is still reserved in the exhibition 
building for the use of exhibitors from the 
IjBited States, to the exclusion of other 
parties who have been applicants therefor, 
in order that our industries may be proper- 
ly represented at the Exhibition. An ap- 
propriation will be needed for the p»y- 
ment.of salariesof Commissioners, for the 
transportation of mods, and for other pur- 
poses in connection with the object in 
view. As May next is the time fixed for 
the opening of the Inhibition, if our citi- 
zens are to share the advantages of this in- 
ternational competition for the trade of 
other nations, the necessity of immediate 
action is apparent to enable the United 
States to co-operate. In the International 
Exhibition which was held at Vienna, in 
187i, Congress then passed a joint resolu- 
tion making an appropriation of $800,000, 
and authorizing the President to appoint 
a certain number of practical artisans and 
scientific man, who should attend the Ex- 
hibition and report their proceedings nnd 
observations to him. Provision was also 
made for the appointment of a number of 
honorary Commissioners. 


I have felt that prompt action by Con- 


gress in accepting the invitation of the 
l jovernment of France ia of so much in- 
terest to the people ol this country and so 
suitable to the cordial relations between 
the Governments of the two countries, 
that the subject might properly be pre- 
sented for attention at your present ses- 
sion. 


The Government of Sweden and Nor- 


way has addressed an official invitation to 
this Government to take part in the In- 
ternational Prison Congress to be held at 
Stockholm next year. ' The 
problem 


which the Congress propose to study, 
'How to Diminish Crime.'jis one in which 
all civilized nations have an interest in 
common, and the Congress of Stockholm 
seems likely to prove the most important 
convention ever held for the study of this 
grave question. Under a joint resolution 
of Congress, approved Feb 16, 1875 a

the present Congress, having been, at 
the earnest request of the Swedish govern- 
ment, postponed to 1878, his commission

AT THI DEPOT. 


Observations on Persons and Thhrgsi. 


At nearly all hours of the dity and 


night the Cnion depot of this city is a. 
bus.y place 
As truins now run there are 


but few hours when carriages and street 
curs are not waiting upon the curs from 
one direction or another. Besides the 
passenger trains, freight cars are con- 
stantly moving to and fro about the yard, 
and passing in dillerent directions. On 
the platform most of the time are trav- 
elers, carpet-sack in hand, waiting to 
board the trains as they come in, and it 
H an interesting study for one to watch 
the ino\ements of people Hnd things at 
this centre of tr.ivel. 


Walking southward on the 
platform 


lying east of the central track, we 'come 
to the baggage room, where Mr. William 
Dodson, the superintendent of baggage 
for all the roads, is busy wilh his subor- 
dinates, checking trunks and packages to 
go upon the next triiLu. Here, also, is the 
American Express office, with its messen- 
gers and delivery clerks, all busy getting 
their packages ready for shipment. 


In close proximity U the train dispatch- 


er's offlce of the Central Hoad, where Mr. 
Gibson is the presiding genius. 


In the waiting rooms are found the 


ticket offices of the Wabttsh. and Central 
roads, auid of the lines under their con- 
trol. At the first named, the gentlemanly 
ticket vender, Mr. Charley Brown, will 
sell you a puss to any point embraced in 
the route from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
ocean, and at the other Alderman Nichols 
will give you anything you want in the 
line of tickets over his rond. 


At the proper hours Col. N. A. White, 


proprietor of the Central House, and Ills 
gentlemanly clerks, will be found wait- 
ing to conduct the weary traveler, as be 
alights from the train, to a well-spread 
table iu the dining hall. 


Passing out at the north door of the 


waiting room, and going east, we come to 
the office ot R.'L. Perry, ttie road' master 
of the Wabash, and sometimes one.meets 
this genial gentleman in front of his 
office, or moving about the platform, 
though bis duties tntee him from the city 
quite a portion of tha time. Here, also, 
is the United States Express office, which 
is a regultir Ijeo-hive ou the arrival nnd 
departure of trn'ias. 


Passing a little farther east the office of 


the I., D. & B. road ,1s reached, where 
Mr. George E. L»ry i» in charge as freight 
and passenger ngent, who has a pleasant 
way of doing his business with the pub- 
lic. 
, Bidding the Ivt named gentleman good 
jnorning, just step across the Central 
track and puss iilong the plnttorm in a 
westerly direction a short distance, and 
"the offices of the Wabash road arc reach- 
ed, « here Mr. K. Harwood is the head 
t-eutre, managing ufl'airs with an ease und 
efficiency that show him to be the right 
man in the right place. He has also a 
\ery polite and competent corps of cleiks, 
with whom it is a pleasure to be acquaint- 
ed. 


On the other side of the Wabnsh track 


and a little lo the east, are the freight 
office and depot of the Wabash, the lat- 
ter being altogether too small for the im- 
mense buiiness done by the rond. Here 
will be found another corps of efficient 
clerk*, but all under the charge and dt- 
lection of Mr. Harwood. 


In the north wing of this same building 


will be found the freight offices of the 
Central rond, in chjrgc of C. O. Judson, 
who is also "a very genial and competent 
geutl«mnu, ivud.Mho h*s the-good fort use- 
to ha¥iB'<»lleu''*Touad.hiitt >dry pleasiwt* 
and cfticlent artiitanti.

Lecture Last Evening at the Catholic 


Church by R*T. Father Shaadl»~A 
Crowded Houe-Telllnr Truths Ably 
and Forcibly Presented. 


Last evening the large Catholic Church. 


on North street was crowded to Its full 
capacity by the many who wished to 
listen to a lecture on temperance by Rev. 
Father Shandley. The speaker presented 
the general subject of intemperance, nrst 
viewing it from n moral standpoint, or 
considering its moral effects upon those 
who fall victims to the vice, and upou 
this point the speaker said that intemper- 
ance effaced the Image of God from Uie 
soul of its victim, leaving it debased and 
brutal. 
Il destroys a man's conscience 


and blunts all his moral perceptions.— 
This vice the speaker said ttupifies the 
soul, rendering it almost Insensible. A» 
an illustration of this thought , the lecturer 
spoke of a man to whom he was called, 
who was near dentil's door from the 
crVccts of strong drink. He found it im- 
possible lo arouse the man to a sense of 
his condition, and as he turned to leave 
the room the unfortunate man, in his 
delirium, arose in his bed and glared at 
hint with a fearful stare, and In a moment 
fell dead, passing to the presence of his 
God with the guilt of drunkenness upon 
him 
Other pertinent illustrations wens 


used to show how strong drink debased 
man's moral sense, rendering bun almost 
conscienceless. 


Intemperance was then spoken of 


in Us social aspects, and it was shown 
how it ostracises men from pood society; 
and no man, t.M the speaker, can respect 
a drunkard. Whatever may be his talents 
or position, he loses the respect of all 
who know him. 
The good may pity 


him, but they cannot cherish respect for 
a drunkard. 


The drunkard's home was also pictured 


wilh its sorrowful inmates, nnd its di!ai>- 
idated furniture; and instead of prayer 
and song, there are bitter curses and 
angry words. 


The influence of H drunkard upon his 


sons was also spoken of in fitting terms 
and in a manner which must have im- 
pressed any fathers present nho ara 
addicted to their cup.<, with a sense of 
their fearful responsibility. 


The speaker then considered intemper- 


ance in its physical effects upon its vic- 
tim, 
and showed by numerous illustra- 


tions how it debauches and enfeebles tho 
system. 
This part of the subject wa* 


treated in a manner which could not fail 
to show the drunkard, if be was present, 
what a wreck he is making of himself.
